SHANGHAI, Jan. 20.—(4)—Late 
last night I-learned that the Japanese 
forces had determined suddenly to in- 
vade Shanghai. 

I secured an automobile immedi- 
ately and set out on a tour of the 
northern districts of the city and the 
areas outside the limits: of the Inter- 
national Settlement in which the Japa- 
nese headquarters were established. 

In the darkened streets, aimost de- 
serted by civilians,: Japanese bluejack- 
ets and-marines were lined up, rank 
upon rank, awaiting the -order to be- 
gin the’ ifivasion.’ 

Everything was carried out with 
cold, calculated quiet. Above the Japa- 
nese headquarters a_ signal’ flashed. 
Motors roared and the attacking 
force moved off while the bluejack- 
ets took over the policing of the Japa- 
fftse residential area which, while it 
ig outside the limits of the settle- 
ment, is bounded by roads built and 
maintained by, the settlement munici- 
pal council. fie 

The secrecy which was maintained

Just how far the directorate of the 
corporation has gone in working out 
plans for branch headquaters could 
not be learned today, but it ig known 
that General Dawes has already dis 
cussed the subject with some of his 
associates and members of congress.
